Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance- 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a device for producing 
concrete molded blocks, particularly during a vibration process, comprising at 
least one accommodation for connecting a sensor with the molding insert as 
defined in claims 1 of the instant application. 

The closet prior art, Braungardt et al. (U S Patent No. 7,004,442) 
discloses a molding insert with plurality of cavities and molding frame, but 
does not teach or suggest a sensor with the molding insert as defined in claim 
1. 

The closet prior art, Stenekes (U S Patent No. 6,106,264) discloses an 
apparatus for molding block with a vibrating process with the .sensor, but it 
does not teach that the sensor is disposed with the molding insert as defined 
in claim 1. 

Nor does there appear to be any reason in the references, or combined 
with any of the other prior art of record, to modify the devices to result in 
such a combination of features.
